NO POWER SHORTAGE ever has occurred 
in the company’s service area, near the south- 
eastern corner of the far-flung Pacific North- 
west, the company maintains. Elsewhere, the 
shortage, already chronic, grew so bad last 
winter that not only all customers on an in- 
terruptible basis, but some consumers sup- 
posedly assured of steady power supply, were 
cut off. 

The temporary shutdown of power flow 
affected interruptible leads totaling near- 
ly 350,000 kilowatts. It also knocked out 
110,000 kilowatts of “firm” or steady load, 
mostly at aluminum plants producing vital- 
ly needed material. This was a cutoff of 
3.5 per cent of the entire “firm” load of 
the Pacific Northwest. Somewhat more 
than half of the firm load is carried by 
BPA, with power from Bonneville and 
Grand Coulee dams and elsewhere, but 
nearly two thirds of the cutback of firm 
power applied to BPA users. 

Enough steam-generated power to cover 
the cutoff of firm power supply could have 
been obtained from Utah Power & Light Co. 
if efforts to get a short public transmission 
line connection in northeastern Oregon had 
not. been defeated three times in the last 
three years, the Post-Dispatch was told by 
BPA representatives.

"The leading news story on Page 1 of the 
Manchester (O.) Signal bears this two-column 
headline: “Local Doctor Problem Serious.” A. G. 
Lockhart, of the Business Men's Committee of 
Manchester, sent it to the Post-Dispatch with a 
note asking for help in obtaining a doctor, “Any 
young or old doctor—just anyone,” he wrote. 

Manchester, a town of some 2000 population, 
will have only one part-time non-resident doctor 
when its sole full-time physician leaves to take 
an easier job for the, sake of his Own health. 
‘While it dramatizes a problem that has a 
counterpart in many small towns and rural areas 
across America, Manchester is better off than 
some, at that. There ale plenty of places that 
have ‘no doctor at all. A hundred communities 
in Illinois aré looking for doctors, according to 
the Illinois State Medical Society. Two entire 
counties {n Missouri were reported last year to 
have no doctor. Nationally some 4700 more 
young doctors a year than are being turned out 
by the medical schools are needed to fill the 
internships in hospitals. ° 

More young men and young women need to 
be financially enabled to educate themselves to 
be doctors and nurses. The medical schools need 
more money so that they can train qualified ap- 
‘plicants who now are being turned away from 
their doors, 

The federal'medical aid bill would help to ae- 
complish these objectives, It was recommended 
by the Commission on the Health Needs of the 
Nation. George H. Hall of the Post-Dispatch 
staff reports these proposals are gathering dust 
at Washington and. chances are not too bright 
that they will ever be brought out and actively 
promoted. Instead, the Administration has re- 
duced the Public Health Service's funds for 
hospital construction and medical research by 
20 per cent. 

While not enough bright youngsters can af- 
ford to go to medical school, and while the 
medical schools cannot afford to take in enough 
of those wifo apply, the nation cannot afford to 
let jcramped finances of schools and students 
deprive it of the doctors necessary to maintain 
public health. 

More of the new crops of medical students 
should be coming from rural areas and small 
towns—for it is those who are willing to serve 
in the places most in need of doctors, the Mis- 
souri Farmers’. Association has found. And it is 
probably also in the rural and small-town areas 
that lack of financial opportunity pinches the 
prospective medical student the hardest. 

Much as the country now requires the poten- 
tial new doctors who are being lost every year, 
it would require them more in event of national * 
emergency. 
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New State Park Board 

Under today’s cartoon, Missouri's 24 state 
parks are briefly described. They vary con- 
siderably in their size and attractions. All of 
them, however, will soon be under the jurisdic- 
tion of a bipartisan state park board to be 
brought into being under legislation just signed 
by Gov. Donnelly. This board, we hope, will 
always be on the high level of the State Con- 
servation Commission. It can make sure, first 
of all, that the parks are operated for public 
enjoyment rather than private profit. It can use 
available funds to enlarge existing parks—some 
of the more popular fishing spots, for example, 
are all too crowded—and to create new parks 
as opportunities present themselves. And it can 
work to the end that Missouri park facilities 
and services are on a par with the best in the 
country. As for the parks’ basic appeal, here 
Nature already has done its best. 
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Credit to Gov. Stratton 

The bitterest battle of the 1953 legislative 
session at Springfield is raging around some old 
troublemakers, the Broyles bills. These Nervous 
Nellie meastires, presumably grounded in fear 
of subversion, were stalled in the 1949 session 
and then vetoed by Adlai FE. Stevenson after 
passage in the 1951 session. They were repassed 
in April by the State Senaté, but were rejected, 
23 to 12, by the House Judiciary Committee last 
week. Subsequently the House overrode the 
committee, 83 to 55, and ordered the bills placed 
on the calendar. A vote is possible this week. 

Undoubtedly impressed by the continuously 
rising public sentiment against the notion that 
patriotism can be enforced by oaths, forbidden 
political affiliations and the like, Gov. Stratton 
has told Republican leaders of the Legislature 
that he will veto the bills as Adlai Stevenson 
did. If was the hope of Gov. Stratton apparently 
that an adverse committee vote would kill the 
bills and save him the necessity of acting. 

This course has angered Edward Clamage, 
chairman of the Anférican Legion's Anti-Sub- 
version Commission, who charges that Gov. 
Stratton has surrendered to “Red and pink or- 
ganizations.” Says the legionnaire: “When Ste- 
venson vetoed the Broyles bills, we thought we 
had a Governor in Illinois then who was cater- 
ing to the Communists and pinks. Now it ap- 
pears our present Governor will be worse than 
Stevenson—at least Stevenson allowed the bills 
to be passed by the House.” 

Gov. Stratton’s dislike for this unnecessary, 
dangerous, probably even unconstitutional, legis- 
lation is much in his favor. The House would do 
well to follow his guidance and thus make an- 
other veto unnecessary. 

Our readers in Southern Illinois are entitled 
to know how their Represeutatives stood in the 
House Judiciary Committee. Voting for the 
Broyles bills were three Republicans, Edward D. 
Grosheng, Alion; Robert J. Branson, Centralia;

Opposed to the bills were 
three Democrats, Alan J. Dixon, Belleville; Paul 
Ferguson, Decatur; W. K. Kidwell, Mattoon; and 
one Republican, Will P. Welker, Vandalia, We 
applaud those who did their own thinking. 
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Hope and Ferment in Malaya 

Gen. Sir Gerald Templer has arrived in Lon- 
don for the coronation with heartening news 
from the East: Although the Communist guer- 
rillas in Malaya still retain a dangerous poten- 
tial, Britain has broken the back of their re- 
bellion.

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Photograph From Rio 

A photograph of the Federal Senate Building 
of Brazil in Rio de Janeiro recalls the St. Louis 
World's Fair of 1904. The reason for this is sim- 
ple, though easily forgotten. The Brazilian Sen- 
ate building stood on the fairgrounds at Forsyth 
boulevard, beyond our Art Museum. 

It was then the Brazilian Pavilion, “the most 
ornate and imposing of all foreign buildings.” 
On it the Government of Brazil had spent 
$130,000. The building was flanked by tropical 
shrubbery and two stone lions. Its dome rose 
138 feet, and its main floor was devoted to the 
business of growing coffee. 

After the fair, Brazil dismantled its pavilion 
and took it home, lock, stock and dome. The 
dome is painted darker now but otherwise this 
pillared, vaulted and galleried structure appears 
much the same as in 1904. Only the inside has 
changed, being devoted more to Senators than 
to coffee. We extend them greetings from the 
old homestead. 
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Reminder to Reluctant Regulators 

What the Federal Court of Appeals has just 
told the Federal Power Commission is a little 
like a father reminding his son that it is his 
duty to eat ice cream. For the ‘court in Wash- 
ington overruled the FPC in deciding that the 
agency has power to fix natural gas rates of in- 
dependent producers. 


The FPC has shown unusual eagerness to sur. - 
render authority which nearly everyone thought . 


it had and which former President Truman went 
to great lengths to protect. It is a startling story 
of abdication. 

In 1951, Senator Kerr, a close friend of the 
President and a gas and oil man himself, intro- 
duced a bill to prevent the FPC from regulating 
rates of the “independents” —~gas producers who 
do not own pipelines. These include some of the 
largest oil companies. Congress passed this bill, 
though Senator Paul Douglas led a hard fight 
against it. Then Mr. Truman vetoed the measure. 

Not long after the former President had de- 
fended the FPC’s power, however, the agency 


’ itself tried to -throw it away. The FPC decided, 


in the Phillips Petroleum Co. tase, that it did 
not have such regulatory authority. This hap- 
pened after Mr. Truman had named another 
friend, Mon Waligren, to head the FPC. 

Since the authority in question is authority to 
guard millions of gas users from uncontrolled 
price rises, several cities challenged the FPC. 
This led to the Appeals Court ruling, which is 
that the FPC should fix rates for gas intended 
for interstate sales. 

Now the case seems headed for the Supreme 
Court, for the regulatory agency is still reluctant 
to regulate. But the issue remains what it was 
three years ago. If the FPC will not control 
prices of interstate gas sales, what protection do 
consumers have? 


The Fate of Channel 9

ESPITE such pressures, the 

genial, graying Miss Wood has 

held her job for 15 years. Pub- 
lic housing has not become a por 
barrel. There have been no re 
scandals,-no charges of “deals,” 
kick-backs or any of the other 
colorful by-play that characterizes 
Chicago government. Slowly but 
steadily, more housing is going 
up and more low-income fam- 
ilies are moving into wholesome 
surroundings. 

They aren't moving into cold 
gray blocks of barracks, either. 
Architecture varies with the needs 
of occupants, At Racine courts, 
for éxample, there are specially 
designed four-bedroom apart- 
mefits for families with 8 to 13 
children, with dormitory space 
where youngsters can sleep on 


bunks and with enough utility ~ 


space to store a couple of sacks 
of potatoés.

about electricity was right. But in half that 
time men have harnessed electrons to produce 
the marvels we know today. 

What can we expect tomorrow? Well, the 
items mentioned in the little story about Mr. 
and Mrs. Public are already on their way. 

Nobody was surprised when Gen. Sarnoff 
discussed some of them formally at a recent 
meeting of the Institute of Radio Engineers. 
These men knew that we have at hand all the 
basic, scientific knowledge to make such things. 
' ~ At RCA’s laboratories here in Princeton, in 
the universities and in the laboratories of other 
business concerns, engineers are at work de- 
veloping all these ideas, so that they can be 
put on the market. 

And there are many more. For example — 

Magnetic tape to record both sight and 
sound. Before 1956, this tape will be in com- 
mercial use. It will look and work very much 
like the present sound tape. Soon you'll be able 
to have whole operas or plays recorded on tape 
and then run it through your own TV set. 

Wrist or vest-pocket radios and inter-com- 
munication sets. 

Wireless microphones the size of a cigar. 

Portable FM radios; and portable public ad- 
dress systems the size of a cigar box. 

Musical tnstruments, like ukuleles, with 
built-in amplifiers. 

' A radar “window” in airplanes. This draws a 

constant picture of everything in front of a 
plane. Already the Navy reports it prevented 
a serious crash when a pilot, taking off in 
foggy weather, was erroneously instructed by 
the tower to make a right turn. Because his 
radar scope showed an object, the pilot turned 
left instead and missed a hillside by a hair. 

A TV camera so small you can swallow it. 
This will provide doctors with a tool far more 
effective than X-ray for examining the stom- 
ach and intestinal tract. 

The fact is that the men who are developing 
these electronic devices are probably under- 


estimating the wide uses they will have. It has 
always been so. 

As in the past, most of these products will 
first be put to use in industry. But increasing 
production should soon bring their cost down 
within the range of the average American. 

Take the small camera that the J. Q. Publics 
were using on a closed TV circuit to keep tabs 
on the baby. Industry can now put it to use for 
such jobs as handling explosives, pouring cast- 
ings and watching furnaces where human

observers undergo danger. Schools could use it 
to join classrooms or lecture halls. 

The fact that we are entering a new elec- 
tronic age is due largely to a gadget the size 
of a kernel of corn, known as a transistor. 

A small crystal of metal germanium im- 
bedded in a plastic shell, the transistor is rap- 
idly taking over much of the work of the old 
vacuum tube. The transistor has two advan- 
tages over the tube: 1) it’s smaller; and 2) it 
takes much less power. 

It’s the transistor that makes possible the 
tiny wrist radios and the portable equipment. 
For example, a short-range transmitter no 
larger than a woman’s compact can be powered 
for 5,000 hours by a button-sized battery. 

But perhaps. the transistor’s most dramatic 
use will be in the extension of the human brain 
through electronic computers. 


Smaller, Cooler ‘Brains’ 


RESENT-DAY computers like the one at 
Princeton Institute for Advanced Study, 
which is wrestling with problems of 

weather prediction, take thousands of tubes. 

The size of the machines and the fact that 

tubes heat up means that they must be housed 

in special, air-conditioned rooms or buildings 
and provided with a special power supply. 

Transistors promise to make the electronic 
brain more practical. An RCA transistorized 
adding machine, for example, took one quarter 
of the power and one seventh of the space of 
an adding machine built with tubes. 

That’s why we can predict that Mr. and Mrs. 
Public will one day get accurate weather re- 
ports. As of now, though, so many factors go 
into the making of weather that the weather 
has long since passed by the time we humans 
can make all the necessary computations. 

If electronics can give you an accurate
